u r e — Charles

Hughes,

Justice of the United States. 
In a letter to Senator W heeler, in­ 
troduced as testim ony in the Senate 
hearings on 
the 
C ourt plan, 
the 
Chief Justice shows statistically that 
the Court is fully 
ab reast of 
its 
W’ork. 
At its last session, it a c tu al­ 
ly heard cases in which w rits of cer­ 
tiorari had been granted less than a 
m onth before. 
W hen the C o urt rose 
on March lf* fo r recess, only a h a n d ­ 
ful of cases rem ained fo r disposi­ 
tion. 
Then the C h ief Justice said d efin­ 
itely that an increase in m em bership 
of the ( c u rt w’ould not, in his opin­ 
ion, be in the in terest of efficiency 
and speedy disposition of cases. 
To 
the contrary, “ T here would be more 
judges to hear, more judges to con­ 
fer, more judges 
to 
discuss, more 
judges to be convinced and to d e­ 
cide.” 
The tru th of th** m a tte r is that ad­ 
vocates of the C ourt plan use* such 
em pty argu m ents as cam ouflage and 
window dressing. 
H onest witnesses 
in defense of the plan, frankly adm it 
they want a C ourt with a d ifferent 
economic 
and 
social 
viewpoint— in 
other 
words, a 
Court wdiich 
will 
“ w rite” law ra th e r than in te rp re t it.
